Claims #1 through 5 have been canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art teaches a method of manufacturing a semiconductor device comprising of a 
first and second mold and injecting a resin inside openings of mold structure, it fails to 
show through holes forming a shape which is substantially identical to a diameter of a 
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second concaved portion of the second mold. The prior art also fails to teach through 
holes having slits formed at portions corresponding to air vents of the first mold.
